Senate: Republicans, 35; Democrats, 
16; a Democratic gain or two. 

House: Republicans, 92; Democrats, 
16; a Democratic gain of two.

United States a few days ago. 

The liberal party needs only guns 
and ammunition to induce nearly half 
of Nicaragua to rise in support of the

ministration. The liberals, consisting

4,000 Rifles Landed.
